EDUCATION. 


[From the Dally Bono Gazette, Nov. l.j 
The cause of education is necessarily 


one of the most important and im- 
perative of all the questions of the day. 
It has ever been recognized as one of 
the corner-stones of civilization, and a 
necessary element in the true progress 
and development of nations. 
The 


framers of our republic, the great and 
grand ones who brought the Union 
into existence and shaped its immortal 
destinies, perceived thia4in a remarka- 
ble degree. They knew that no re- 
public could live in ignorance. They 
know that liberty would be smothered 
in its embraces. 
The knew that free- 


dom would languish and die in its 
presence, and therefore they made the 
most generous donations of land and 
money for the proper establishment of 
our public school system. 


The older States of the East have 


brought their public schools to an ad- 
mirable condition of perfection. They 
have filled them with cultured teach- 
ers. They have provided them with 
all the necessary means for developing 
the minds of the children. They aid 
them by legislation. But chiefly do 
they have them under the most ex- 
perienced Superintendents. They re- 
gard schools without a proper Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction us an 
army without a leader, as a disorderly, 
disorganized mob, and not a disci- 
plined and effective 
force. 
If all 


this is true of the East, if the school 
system of the East requir6s energetic 
and experienced superintendents, our 
schools in the West require them to a 
thousand fold greater degree. 
We 


are now in our formation period. Our 
existence is but just beginning. Our 
State and our schools are but in their 
infancy. We are but showing the 
promise of what we are yet to be. 


In no State can mining ever be 


looked upon as a permanent industry. 
In no State can a population which is 
a mining people be looked upon as a 
settled population. 
From the neces- 


sities of the case it must be a chang- 
ing, 
shifting element, moving from 


place to place as old mines become ex- 
hausted and new ones are developed 
elsewhere. 


If we would have this State remain 


a permanent star in the Union of 
States we must have a more settled 
and lasting industry than mining. "We 
dare not trust to its changing, fluctuat- 
ing conditions. We must have nn in- 
dustry so settled, so permanent, as to 
induce families to come and establish 
homes with us. 
In ether words, we 


must turn our attention to that indus- 
try—which of all is the only true 
source of wealth—farming. Yet in no 
State of tho Union is the first promise 
of 
success 
iu 
this 
branch 
of 


labor 
so 
unpromising 
as 
hore. 


Our valleys are barren and waterless; 
our soil, while lich to an amazing de- 
gree, is unproductive. We have water 
in abundance, yet it is locked in lakes 
in the stony embrace of the granite 
hills. 
What arc we to do? 
But one 


thing remains to be done, and that is 
to begin and carry out a gigantic 
scheme of irrigation. 
Our mountain 


lakes are inexhaustible. 
Our valleys 


are unsurpassed in fertility. 
Yet, as 


they now arc, they are both useless. 
We must break down these natuial 
bawiors and bring these two forces to- 
gether. 
We must mingle the waters 


of the mountains with the soil of the 
valleys. We must irrigate. 
But how 


can this be done? Can it be done with 
the pick and drill, the spade and 
shovel? This can only be accomplished 
by an educated and intelligent people. 
Brute force alone cannot do it. 
This 


foice will only give way before the 
advance of intellect. To children 
now in our schools we must look 
for this. This present generation 
has the miinug bee too ationgly iu 
its bonnet to turn to this. The com- 
ing generation must accomplish it. 
To our schools, then, we must turn. 
We must carefully and thoroughly en- 
dow them; nnd above all wo must see 
tLut they are under the wisest and 
best supervision. It is untbrbunuteiv 
thought by many that the office of 
County Superintendent of Public In- 
struction is a useless office. A greater 
mistake could hardly be made. In 
many respects it is the most important 
office on the county list. 
It is more 


iunp->i taut than Judge, Sheriff, Tre.is- 
u.er, or any of the others; tor, educate 
our children in all the essential 
branches of learning and true manhood 
and womanhood, and these other mat- 
ters will largely regulate themselves. 


The oflioe of County Superintendent 


of Public Instruction should be filled 
by one possessing a liberal education, 
true culture, a large experience; by 
one who is earnest and zealous in all 
matters of education, and by one who 
posesses such personal worth as to 
make him fit to be the leader of edu- 
cation in this county. All these qual- 
ifications are possessed in an ei.iinent 
degree by W. R. Jenvey, the Republi- 


can nominee for this office. He has 
received his ^education from some of 
the finest 'scholars and beat educators 
of our, land.

Tl>r«« (Children Murdered By Their 


H*ther— The Bloat mocking 


Tragedy of 2Hodern 


Times. 


NEW YOBK, October 31. 


MM. Sarah S«gnin, aged thirty-six, 


wife of Dr. Edward 0. Ssguin, the noted 
specialist on diseases ol the brain killed 
her three young children this afternoon 
and then killed herself. There in no 
other cause known for the horrible trag- 
edy than the insanity of the mother. 
The children: Edward D.,aged six years 
John Van Dwyn, aged five years, and 
Jeanne tic, aged four years — were all 
shot through the head aud instantly 
killed. The mother's death was as sud- 
den »s theirs. 


A frightful feature of the tragedy is 


the manner of the murder. 
Mrs. Segain 


took the children to the empty spare 
room at the top of the five-story house 
in which the family lived, during the 
absence of her husband and whec the 
servents were engaged in the basement, 
and looked herself in with them. The 
servants believed they had gone out for 
a walk. What happened from then 
will never be known, but when Dr. 
Amedon, Mrs. Seguiu's brother, called 
at 5 o'clock his suspicions were aroused 
by the long absence of the family, and 
he made a search of the house. The 
mother and children were found dead, all 
shot through the head. The children's 
bauds were tied behind their backs with 
whip-cord. 
They 
were 
blindfolded 


with handkerchiefs, and, from all ap- 
pearances, must have been playing at 
bliudman's buff with their executioner. 
They had been dead at least an hour and 
a half, and were quite cold when dis- 
covered. 


Three pistols were found in the room, 


all of heavy caliber, and all had been 
ussd. Mrs. Seguin had been dispon- 
dent from physical causes for some 
time, bui> she had shown no evidence of 
insanity. She was a small, slim wom- 
an, and of nervous temperament. Her 
domestic life was very happy ».nd there 
was no family trouble. Dr. Seguin re- 
turned home about seven o'clock, and 
upon hearing of the dreadful news was 
utterly prostrated. 
He is i a a state of 


mental distress and under the cure of 
physicians. 


Dr. Seguin is a notod specialise in 


cases oi insanity. Hie father was equal- 
y so. His wife was the daughter of a 
il issaohusetts 
farmer. 
The 
couple 


moved iu the best society. The family 
ived in a five-story, brown stone front, 
English basement house, which was 
ilegautly furnished. 
The room iu which 


he tragedy took place is on the fifth 
loor, aud is scarcely ever used by the 
amily. 
The servants in the house 


noticed that during the day Mrs. Segum 
was iu u moody condition, whiuh sli 
had beeu iu for 
beveral weeks, an 


whiob her brothnr teimed "the blue*.' 
About 11 he called upon her aud sh 
said she did not feel well, and had writ 
ten to Dr. Henry M. Raiser who hud 
been invited to dine with the family, t 
defer his visit. This note was given, t 
her brother to send. He took it jok 
ingly and said they would all enjoy 
themselves. Dr. Amidon called on hi 
sister at 3 o'clock, and was told tha 
she had gone out for a walk. 
He re 


turned at 5, but Mrs. Seguin had not 
yet returned. The hall boy accidental- 
ly mentioned that the door of the spare 
room was locked and the key gone 
suspicion seized the Dr. thatJMrs. Seguin 
hod gone to Central Park aud drowned 
herself and the children. He could not 
explain why he thought thu. He im- 
zuediataly weut up stairs and burst the 
door open. A horrible Bight met his 
eyes. 
Almost iu the middle of the 


room lay the dead body of the eldest boy 
Edward in a pool of blood. Partly in 
a closet lay Mrs. Seguin, grasping in her 
right hand a large pearl handled revol- 
ver. Inside tho closet lay the boy John 
and the girl Jeannette. 


There could be no doubt that the 


mother had taken the children into tho 
room on the pretense of playing blind 
man's buff. 
She had led the two young 


est into the closet, and locked them in 
while she murdered the oldest boy. The 
pistol with which he was shot wns a 
;arget practice weapon, with n barrel 
eleven inches long. 
It lay beside him 


and the bullet lay on tha floor. It had 
jassed through his head. Tho murder- 
bus mother then proceeded to the closet, 
and with a heavy thirty-two caliber re- 
volver, with which dhe afterwards blew 
out her own brains, shot the other two 
children. 


The police and. Coroner were notified 


at once. 
Nothing in the room was 


'ouiad to explain the motive for the 
crime. She held the weapon close to 
ler victims' heads, tot the handuer- 
chiafs on their faces were powder- 
>urned. The face of the little girl wore 


of innocent surpnse that cut 
iply than any othar feature of 
,dful dped. On a table lay a 


>ox of cartridges uud a third pistol. 


Dr. Seguin, when he returned, was 


>aken to his office and physicians sum- 
moned. He acted as though his facul- 
ties were gone. 
He caught sight of the 


pictures of the children on the wall and 
broke into a horrible wailing cry that 
wrung tho hearts of the listeners. The 
physicians fear be will lose his reason. 
None of the servants heard any noise. 
Sudden insanity is the only motive 
known for the deed. Mrs. Segain was 
neatly dressed. 
The children were

Bow Pine Foresw are Reproduced 


No doubt many Nevadans hare no 


tioed in their tears through the moan 
tains the great number of pine cone 
lying on tho ground, not one of whioj 
•hows any exposed seed. 
N»tur», gen 


•rally so prolific in reproduction, ap 
parently fails in this case to afford an 
opportunity for the seed from the cone; 
to emerge and reproduce itself. Ye 
even in this there is a wise Providence 
A remarkable statement was made re 
oently before a scientific body in JJon 
don—the statement given as on th 
authority of Mr. Yeitcb, the well known 
author on "Ooniferse"—that the cone 
of many of the species on the Pacifii 
Coast never open and permit the seei 
to escape unless opened by a forest fire 
when thoy fall out and replenish 
burned waste. "They hang on the tree* 
for many generations—even for thirt 
years." It has often been adduced tba 
the frequent forest fires on the Sierra, 
were a curse to the great pine forests 
flourishing there. 
Yet it now seems 


that the hand of evolution acts in the 
matter and produces needed effects in 
sympathy with unavoidable causes 
Long before man appeared on the Sisr 
ras lightning set fire to whole groves o: 
pine trees, and were it not for this gen 
erons requirement of Mother Nature 
we of to-day would not behold the mag- 
nificent forests of tho Sierra Nevada* 
What has looked to be an accident has 
really proved a blessing in disguise. 
For one tree burned hundreds of piu« 
cones are enabled to open and release 
the seeds for fresh trees.
